Document 2 discloses a backlight, which is used in a 
liquid crystal display device that is equipped with a band 
pass filter. 



The liquid crystal display devices disclosed in 
documents 1-2 belong to closely related technical fields; 
therefore, it would be easy for a person skilled in the 
art to conceive of applying the band pass filter disclosed 
in document 1 to the backlight disclosed in document 2, 



Claim 2 

The invention set forth in claim 2 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of documents 1-3 cited in 
the international search report . 

Document 3 discloses a backlight equipped with a 
prism sheet, which is used in a liquid crystal display 
device . 

The liquid crystal display devices disclosed in 
documents 1-3 belong to closely related technical fields; 
therefore, it would be easy for a person skilled in the 
art to conceive of applying the prism sheet disclosed in 
document 3 to the liquid crystal display devices disclosed 
in document s 1 - 2 . 



Claims 3-17 

The inventions set forth in claims 3-17 do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1-5 
cited in the international search report. 

Documents 4-5 disclose liquid crystal display 
devices equipped with band pass filters that are formed 
using cholesteric liquid crystals. 

The liquid crystal display devices disclosed in 
documents 1-5 belong to closely related technical fields; 
therefore, it would be easy for a person skilled in the 
art to conceive of applying the band pass filters 
disclosed in documents 4-5 in the liquid crystal display 
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devices disclosed in documents 1-3. 

Refer to document 5 with regards to the invention 
set forth in claims 4-5 and 8-9. 

A half -wavelength plate such as that in the 
invention set forth in claims 6-7 is well known and 
requires no example. 

Likewise, a band pass filter such as that in the 
invention set forth in claims 10-15 is well known and 
requires no example. 

Refer to document 3 with regards to the invention 
set forth in claim 17. 
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VII. Certain defects in the international application 

The following defects in the form or contents of the international application have been noted: 

Claims 9 and 16-17 are multiple dependent claims 
with disclosures that cite other multiple dependent 
claims; therefore, these claims are not drafted in 
accordance with PCT Rule 6.4(a) . 
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
